

EZP- át abemt 2:30 on 16 February 1953, no air activity was observed 
at DoeberitK airfield. 1 

2„ At abcut 10 a.íu on 12 February . armiinition boxes, each abont 140 ci: 
long and 50 to 60 cm in diaïïseter, were being nnloaded froir two cars 
ai Dallgow railroad station» There, the ammunition boxes were put on 
25X1 X irucks and hauled to tho amr-unition dnmp at the field, just south of 
Keerstrasse* 

3* On 6 Karch, source detemined that audit officer Lieutenant Atamanov (fnu) 
had turned over his duties to his successor, Captaín Jakushev (frm), as 
his transfer was expected in the near future. Source further determined 
that Lieutenant Colonel Prokhodtsen (fnu) was the chief of the workshops 
at the field» By agreenent of Lieutenant Atamanov and Captain Jaku’shev, 
all the billc are to be audíted by Lieutenant Colonel Prokhodtsen in the 
f uture n CIvil Engineer Bogdanov (fnu) was responsible for all heating 
and electric installations at the field. By order of Lieutenant Atar.anov 5 
Bogdanov had to escort all non^milit&ry persormel workíng on heating and 
electric instal lations at the field* Soviet soldiers wearing red-bordered 
blaók epaulets with artillcry insignia were quartered In the former NSKK 
Kaserne in the southeastern section of tha field* Their bills had a].so 
been audited by Lleutenant Atamanov. ^ 

4. At about noon on 10 Kareh, soldiers wearing black-bordered blue epaulets 
loaded three boxes, eaoh about 3 meters long, 1.1 meter wide and 1.5 meter 
high, on three trucks in the air force depot' in the former artillery equip’ 
ment park in Doeberitz. One handoperated crane and a mobile crane on a 
oaterpillar ■ tractor were used. A ïieutemnt colonel whose name could aot 
be detenrined fimctioned as audit officer. ^ 

5. On 19 Í1areh f 53 IL-XGs and 6 tank trucks were counted at the field. ^ 

Between 12; 30 and 1:3C p.m» on 3 Karch, source observed from Highway 
Ko 130 that the entrances I and II to the Richthofen Kaserne was closed* 
The wives of Sovlet officers were observed in the buildings Kos 6, 8 and 
10. Activity was observed tbrough the open windows of building Ho 19* 
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7„ 0 n 3 and 10 R%rch ? scmree made the following observations in the area 

of the NSM Kaserne from Highway Ho 103 : 

Building 78 was llghted even at daytime « 

Building 79 was apparently vacant, 

Building 80, formerly housing the kltchen of Unit Barkov, apparently was 
ïiot used; equipaent was pilect up. 

Building 81 was vacant ard had no curtaiïis « 

BuiD.ding 82 was not utilised» 

Buildings 86c and 86d were oceupied by £t*í, probably technical personnel «. 

8. The following observations were made in the barracks installation north 
of Highway No 103 t 

Building 54: bo officers were obsei*ved there, 

” 54a» appeared to be ©ccupied, probably by Kaaavitski . 

í? 56: vacant, no curtains on the windows, 

w 57 ï oceupieá, probably by Soviet women* 

u 58: vacant, formerly utilised for culttiral purposes « 

n 59 ï partially occupied» Paymasters, office personnel of Lieutenant 

átamanov and various officers wore observcd * 
w 60: utilízed as kitchen. On lC.Karch, only a few soldiers went 
to thís buU.ding to.have their breakfast there, while, pre- 
viously, intensive traffic was observed on the way to the 
building * 

11 61: occupied* 

9* In the evenin^ of 3 Karch, source observed that the following buildings 
wer© lighted: ground floor of building 18, 2 windows of building 19 , 
some sections of bulldings 20, 28, 29 and 30, 1 window of bullding 78, 
some sectíons of buildings 86c and 86d, 54a, 57 and 59 , and buildings 
60 and 61* Not lighted were the buildings 54 ? 55, 56, 58, 79? 80, 81 and 
82* Stíurce could not ohserve the buildings 21, 22, 25, 27, 30, 31, 33 , 

43 am 45« 


10. At 8:45 a.m* on 10 Mareh, 150 men wearíng coats aad field caps, without 
-weapona, wére lined up at Herold Plats. .ifter a 5-minute speech by an 
officer, the soldlers marched singing around tbe fleld and, subsequently, 
were dismissed and entered buildings 102, 105 and 106. ïhe entrances to 
the buildings 103 and 104 could not fee observedo ïhe sentry at the en~ 
trance on Gartenstrasse wore red-borderefl blaek epaulets with artillery 
insigïda. 


11. Át 1:45 p.ïc. on 10 Fíarch, there was intensive traffíc between the bui!~ 
dings 70 and 71 by officers who wore i:o hsadgear and carried docuir.ents. 
Within half an hour, 15 or 16 officers wore observed. Formerly, all 
Gersnan workers at the field had to be escorted by Soviet officei-s when 
©ntoring tiiese buildíngs. ** 


12. Source learned the following ínfonoation from a worker employed at the 
field: 

Lieutenant Colonel Kamvitzki (fnu) has allegedly b©en trev-ted in the 
hospital in Fotsdain since mid-January 1953» His duties were taken over 
by Captaln Marose ( frn) . ïhe buildings of Unit Rardov were still vacant 
in early March. ïhey were aílegedly damaged by frost. On 9 February, & so~ 
callecl advance dotall of about 500 soldiers arrived in the billeting area 
of Doeberits * Tho soldiers were quartoreï in buïlding Ko 58 • Together 
with the advance detail billeting equipment arrived by rail. The detail 
agaln left by rail on -23 February. After its departure, it was runored 
that the Falkensee - restricted area should be released and that the head- 
quarters shouXd be quartered in the vacant buildi.ngs of the barracks 
installations in Boeberits. 'Infonaant further stated that Unit Kasavitaki 
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left for an exercise on 24 February . For tM.s exercise, the general’s 
ear had feeen overhaoled» As this car did not retum up to early Karch 
source inferred that the general frotï Falkensee also participated in 
the exercise* Lieutcnant Ataraanov who was allegedly transferred to the 
air amy iir tëêrder turnod over his duties to a captain whose mme was 
not kncwru * 

13 o On 3 Karch„ . tha airfield seemed to be deserted* At 2:15 two 

IL-lOs were observed on the northem edge of the fiold* while the 
hangars in the southern section were closed, On 6 Karch, two IL-lCs 
were parked on the norfchern edge of the fiéld» At 9:15 a.zn. on 10 March, 
12 IL-10g were being towed out of the westenamost hangar and parked 
next fo ihe 3 IL-3 0a in front of the hangnr* Hc aircraft were observed 
on the northern edge of the fieXdo Tho 12 IL-XOs were refueled by two 
tank tmcks whieh were refilled once at the fuel dump* Two trucks with 
ccntaíners ? whlch bore no resemblence to th© tank trucks , moved up to 
the aircraft* Previously, vehicles of the same type wero observed haulicg 
hot water near building 60» The first eriglnes were run up at 10s05 
and, at 10:15 , the planes tescied aft of each othor to the south- 

eastern corner of the field* At 10:25 a.®„, the 15 planes took ofT at 
intervals of 600 to 800 meters. After the take-off* the planes assernbled 
in formatione of three and retnaihed aloft for about 20 minutesi„ After 
the landingj tho aircr&ft taxied baek to the hangar where thay were re- 
fueled. After ábout 15 iiimites, 12 pianes taxied back to the take*»off 
point and took off :in flíghts óf fchree» Subsequently, formation flying 
was praeticed . One of the three pl&nes whieh vere not involved ín for- 
mation flying took off and towed a sleeve target 0 It circled over tha 
field at an altitude of about 5CX) metérs, vMle aíming was pvacticed 
with the AA guns located on the northvestern and southwestern edges 
of the f ield * There vere slx 37-imin M guns in each of the tv?o AA gun 
amplacements* The operational crews of the M guns on tho southwostern 
and northwestern edges consisted of 1 officer and 9 EM and 1 officer 
and 12 EM respectively. After a 30-mimte flight, the plane released 
th© sleeve target and subsequently landed at the field. Betveen 9 
and noon on 13 March, iío air activity vas observed» Fifteen canvas- 
-covered IL~1G$ wore parked in front of the wcstemmost hangar. Ho planes 
w©re observed ©n the northern edge of the fleld. ilo air activity was 
obseirved in the afternoon, * 


25X1 A | | Comment , According to available information, Doeberits airfield 

is ©ecupied by a groimd attack regiment which is equipped witb about 
55 IL-lOs. A portion of th® planes is usually parked in the hangars on 
the southern olge of the field whíle the other planes are parked in frcnt 
of the hangars. 
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1 Comment> Lieutenant Ataiiïanov is knovn to be tha supply officer 
of tlíe ground battalion ©f the ground atteick regiment. Hotsvorthy is 
tho Inforxoation that Lieutenant Colonel Prokhodtsev is allegedly the 
chief of the vorkshópe at the fleld. The reported observations indi- 
cate that the unit ín the wcrkshops at the field is independent, This 
confirms to a eeriain extent a previous infonnation by another sourc© 
sccording to vhieh a-repair shop for jet engines is Xocated at the field *

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- I [ Comment . Lieutenant Colonel Kazavitski ls the commanding officer 

of the ground hattalion, linit [ Iwhich supplies the eround 

attaok regiment at the field. Unit Kardov is the ground battalion 
whiah, together wltii a ground attaok ragjnont, was transferred to Alt 
1-o^nnewitz in iato íieceeber 1952. The Falkensee restricted area is 
oecupled by a ground attack corps headquarters . It is possible that the 
restricted area i; to be releaaed acd that the haadquarters is to move 
into the barraeks installations at Doeberitz aijpfield.
